Coldwater Cyclone and its

Freaks of Force,

WICHITA MEN WERE IN IT

Miraculous Escape of Mr, Sul-

livan of Jett & Wood's, '

One of the railway mall clerks on the
Cold-wate- branch last night came In with
the first particulars of the cyclone which

visited Coldwater Tuesday night at 10

o'clock.
The cyclone played havoc with the town,

wrecking over twenty buildings and per-

forming startling freaks of destructive-nes- s,

but miraculously sparing all but one

man, Mr. Joe Bowers, a prominent cattle-
man of Camanche county, who lived at
Coldwater.

C. T. Sullivan of Jett & Wood, this city,
a commercial traveler, was tHe first man
in town to notice from the hotel a large
black cloud coming from the northwest
and another similarly large and black
one coming from the southwest, and he
remarked that they looked to him like
they were coming together. He stood
and watched them btill longer and sud-
denly he noticed in the calm starlight that
almost the same instant both began to
roll and elongate. That was enough for
him and he rushed into the hotel and
notified the guests and traveling men sit-
ting about the office that he believed they
were going to have a cyclone. Ho also
asked where the cyclone cellar was. The
guests all laughed at him and told him
he was frightened without cause. There
was a cyclone cellar attached to tho
house, but no one would tell Mr. Sullivan
where it was, and the cellar consequently
was unused that night. In a very few
minutes after Mr. SuHivan'i. warning to
the guests in the hotel, the wind began
to get very strong, and the doors to slam
and people began to prick up their ears
and investigate. Tho storms had joined
and the rustling twister first gave evi-

dence of its presence by sending a ter-
rific blast of wind up the street carying
everything away that was loose. The
twister proper struck the south part of
town, first, slightly damaging a few
buildings, ripping off roofs and demolish-
ing chimneys. The storm immediately
swung around and went to the west part
and took a path up the principal business
street, called Main street, and blew down
the south end of a two-stor- y brick block,
occupied by J. O. Leonard, who ran a
restaurant on one side, and on the other
side occupied by Dr. Langhead, drug and
rurniture business. All tho plate glass
windows were blown out at this time.
The next building in the storm's path was
the targe buHding of the city, the prin-
cipal hotal, where the storm had first
been noticed. The twister wrenched in
tho wash-roo- and turned the kitchen
buildine around and doubled up a steol
windmill in the rear of tho hotel, and
without further injuring the hotel, passed
on to a large Jivery stable owned by
Billy Kimple, and completely demolished
it, distributing portions of it over the
prairie for rods. The storm then struck
the residence occupied by Joe Bowers and
his wife and their child. The Eagle's in-
formant had a conversation with Mrs.
Bowers and her daughter, and obtained
from them the manner of Mr. Bowers'
death. The occupants heard the coming
storm and listened to the windows rat-
tling. Mrs. Bowers told her husband to
go and put the windows down, as there
wae a terrib'e storm coming. She waited
for his return for a few seconds, and be-
ing badly frightoned, picked the little
girl up in her arms to go to her hus-
band's side, he "being in an adjoining
room. The next thing she remembered
was the cold rain pouring down on her
face, which revived her from her stunned
condition, tho cyclone having- struck and
demolished the house completely. She
ran for assistance, the child still in her
arms, and when a search was made the
body of her husband was found in a
ditch 40D feet away from the ruins of tho
house. Mr. Bowers' bones were appar-
ently unbroken and the immediate cause
of hip death is not known. The bed from
which the storm had aroused Mrs. Bow-
ers was found 1O0 feet away.

Of these
commercial traveling men there are over
100,000 in the United States having steady
positions, but 500,000 would not include
all those that are sometimes engaged in
the service. Every Monday morning the
trains pull out .taking the commercial
traveler on his weary journey. You'll
recognize them. They arc a peculiar folk.
At home on all trains, not startled by the
sudden dropping of the brakes, familiar
with all the railroad signals, they can tell
you what is the next station; how long
the train will stop;what place you can get
a bite to eat; can give you information
on almost any subject; are cosmopolitan
at home anywhere from Halifax to San
Francisco.
